
FOB THB SOUTH.-Since the re¬
moval, by Government, of the prohi¬
bition of the shipments of ammuni¬
tion and fire-arms to the latelyrebellious States, the transmission of
them thence from NewYork has been
heavy. From the 29th of September
to the 21st List, there were shippedat that port for the South 259,535
pounds of sporting powder, 7,925
pounds of blasting powder, 1,641,-
093 pounds of shot, 20,318,994 per¬
cussion caps, 2,244,400 cartridges,1,429 guns and 6,600 pistols.
A European letter states that the

cotton culture in Italy is progressing
so rapidly, and so favorably, that the
home manufactories are no longer
obliged to send, monthly, four mil¬
lions of francs to Liverpool to buycotton with. Several rich associa¬
tions have been formed in Italy, who,
during thc next year, will extend cot¬
ton plantations idl over Naples and
Sicily.
